As the courteous discussion and an 
swering of questions put by various 
citizens proceeded, it seemed as if the 
guests, instead of helping, were fondly 
d'elaying the final determination wthk'h 
Mr. MVCarter said the Board hoped 
bo reach that evening. So <the Presi- 
dent was asked whether the Board 
would not prefer to go ahead with its 
regular business without interruption 
from its guests, who could sit silent and 
reserve further questions until the 
Board had completed its deliberations 
and taken its Vote. Mr. MeCnrter re- 
plied that he thought that would hard- 
ly be satisfactory to the visitors pre- 
sent; that frequently the meetings were 
short, but that tonight th-e Board had 
one or two other questons to settle 
before it came to the High School 
matter, which would make it too late 
for the visitors to stay through to the 
end. He was then asked if it Would 
interfere with the Board's action if 
those who were interested •enough and 
able to stay through to the end, did 
so, ho matter how lafte the hour. Then 
he replied that the presence of the 
visitors would be a distinct interfer- 
ence with the Work of the Board 1 ,-, that 
the High School problem involvtod ques- 
tions Which the Board -would much pre- 
fer to talk .over quietly and confident- 
ially among themselves, ■■ and that if the 
visitors, /should insist on remaining, the 
Board would find it necessary to go 
into "execultive Bcssion."

In many cities and towns the people 

who live in the pretty residence neigh- Uhall 
riorhoods often have little conception of |il 



the other portions of the same place 
where living is not so pleasant. It 
would do them good once in a while to 
pass through the localities where peo- 
ple live in a more struggling way and 
have to put up with things they don't 
like. 

In. inn n y towns there is carelessness 
in tolerating poorly-constructed streets 
and walks in sections of the town 
where the people are not prosperous. 
Nuisances may be permitted there that 
would cause protest if they occurred in 
the more attractive neighborhoods. 

Fastidious people sometimes are re- 
pelled from the less attractive portions 
of their own community, ami if they 
drive or walk, prefer to keep to the 
pleasanter localities. Hut if one is to 
do his part toward the improvement of 
his home town, he should be thorough- 
ly familiar with conditions in all its 
neighborhoods. His influence should 

be cast for a policy that would distrib- 
ute favors and advantages fnitfly 
through all portions of the community. 
Public feeling controls living condi- 
tions a good deal and the sentiment of 
the community should work for good 
sanitary and housing and other condi- 
tions in all neighborhoods. Landlords 
and other owners should be urged to 
keep up their property and should real- 
ise that run-down real estate is apt to 
be a poor investment. 

The real test of civic conditions is 
not in the appearance of the more hand- 
some homes. These add their own fine 
and artistic touch and give the com- 
munity a certain "tone." But the 
real question is as to what is being done 
for the neighborhoods where the most 
struggling people live, and whether 
such localities are wholesome and rea- 
sonably woll kept, so thjii'ti young 
people feel self-respect and are incited 
to cherish standards of order and <\are.
